usual pace was kept wp. It was noticed

Again, some of the professional poli-
ticians of the 1wo cities were seen to glance
ot the question and then walk off witha
smile on their face, evidently not wishing

When the vote was counted up 114 syes
were found against 14 nays, giving the re-
sult in favor of the direct ballot by a large
majority.

There are scores of music teachers in
Pittsburg and Allegheny, and there is
prdbably no other profession so greatly
overstoeked in the two cities, But it ap-
pears that there is mo profession in which
there are so many people who have merely
“fallen” into it as a means of getting &
living and often a very poor one atthat.
Maay people who have started their ohil-
dren to learn music from an incompetent
teacher, now complain that their talent is
roined.

Msany musicians have often diseussed the
idea of diplomas for music teachers, so that
one may know just who he is employing to
fi“ instructions to his children. Some say

t would be im ble to supply the de-
mand for teachers if this would become the
rale. Still those without diplomas could be
emploved by persons who were not partien-
lar as to the class of instroctions received.

MERELY A GUARANTEE,

A aiploma, or certificate given by a
school of music or well known instruetor
would be merely a guarantee that the per-
son presenting it is a musical instructor of
ability, A DISPATCH representative vis-
ited & number of the leading musicians yes-
terday on the subject and all seemed to
consider the diploma idea an impossibility
though theéy can see the ill effects of any-
body and everybody teaching musie.
